Abo ut o ne-peventh o f 
the patients were sales perso ns, 
do cto rs and nurses. Only abo ut 2

o ther hand, 4 o ut o f every 10 were 
wo men do ing ho usewo rk, scrub­ 
bing and washing. Tho se who 
fo und it necessary to stand during 
their wo rk made up abo ut o ne-half 
o f the patients. Mo st o f the pa- 
tients were between 25 and 45 
y ears o f age.

In some special cases the appli­ 
cation of heat, such as by means 
of the electrical treatm ent known 
as diathermy may be found quite 
useful. In 49.4 per cent of the pa­ 
tients cared for by Doctor Hauser, 
complications developed because 
of the imbalance in the spine.

srthritis or inflammation of the 
joints, which occurred in one-fifth 
of the patients. In one-tenth there 
was sciatica. In about 8 out of 
every IOO there was scoliosis or an 
S-shaped bending of the spine. 
lr. the patients studied by him 
about one-third were office work­ 
ers, artists, musicians, students 
and writers who found it neces­ 
sary to bend over a desk during 
their work. About one-peventh of 
the patients were sales persons, 
doctors and nurses. Only about 2 
out of every IOO were mechanica, 
janitors or carpenters. On the 
other hand, 4 out of every IO were 
women doing housework, scrub­ 
bing and washing. Those who 
found it necessary to stand during 
their work made up about one-half 
of the patients. Most of the pa­ 
tients were between 25 and 46 
years of age. 


When low back pain develops, it 
is usually necessary to give a com­ 
plete examination to determine ita 
cause. If it is found that it is due 
to imbalance of the spine the treat­ 
ment outlined by Doctor Hauser 
will be found worthwhile.

dogs, 
should report the m atter to the 
police department, giving the name 
of the owner of the dog. 
Remember that it is not the 
function of the police departm ent 
to chase the dogs out of your gar 
den for they can act only if you 
furnish them with the name of the 
owner of the dog and it is your 
duty to file an affidavia against 
the owner of the dog if the dam- 
ige persists after the owner is 
warned.

the unseasonably cold w eather is 
causing to appear on vegetable 
plants. Since aphids are a sucking 
insect it is necessary to kill them 
with a contact insecticide.
